(His Store Tokens of Norval, Ontario) 


William J Barnhill brought his family from Meadowvale to Norval, Ontario around 
1890. Here, at the age of 23, he began work in the merchant trade with a Mr. 
Switzer. Bamhill later purchased his own business from a Mr. Vance in 1897 and 
the store was to remain in the family until 1956. 


Like most small village stores of the time, Bamhill's store was a focal point in the 
village with the added feature of a post office in the back. The solid oak counter, 
which ran down the center of the store, divided the groceries from the dry goods. 
On a visit fo the store one would walk on a floor of solid maple to view an array of 


goods such as gloves, work boots, coveralls, patent medicines, various pills and 
cosmetics. 


Farmers bringing their produce, eggs and butter to Bamhill’s would receive 
aluminum tokens in lieu of their unused barter. These tokens list in the 
Supplement to Bowman's Trade Tokens of Ontario as...Good For 25c and Sc in 
merchandise. As illustrated a 1c token exists and there is some evidence that 
these tokens may also exist in 10c and 15c denominations as well but this writer 
cannot confirm that at this time. The tokens were in use between 1901 and 1907. 


Bamhill would receive most of his dry goods directly from the manufacturers who 
would ship the goods to Norval via the Grand Trunk or the Suburban Railways. 
Barmhill would use a team of horses and a wagon to pick up these shipments, as 
well as to deliver to some of his customers in the area. 


Most of the supplies for Barnhill’s store were bought in bulk allowing Bamhill to 
keep his prices low. Wooden bins containing biscuits, spices, sugar, rolled oats 
etc., sat along the counter. Many péople from Georgetown, Brampton and other 
nearby villages would come to Bamhill's store by horse and buggy along muddy 
roads. This fact alone, | believe, is testimony to the large selection and good 
value offered by William Barnhill. 


William J Bambhill died in 1907 at the age of just 40 years. His son Everett H 
Bamhill carried on the business until his death in 1950. Hardy Barnhill, Everett’s 
son, ran the store and post office until October 1956 when he sold the business 
and stock to a native of the Ballinifad area Mr. Wilfred Kirkwood who later turned 


the business into a hardware store.
